REAL ESTATE TAX TRENDS STILL STRONGLY UPWARD 


rate. The preliminary figure for 1956 is $220 per family, as against a 
final figure for 1955 of $208.90. It will be noticed that the estimated fig- 
ure for 1956 is almost exactly double the $110.10 figure for 1944.

The charts on the following pages show the average tax load per family for 
each of 94 cities, charted from 1919 to the present. On each of these charts, the 
red line shows the average of all cities, so that the line for each city can be eval- 
uated in terms of the national average. 


On the back page of this report is a table showing the 94 cities ranked on the 
basis of the final figures for 1955. The preliminary figures for 1956 are shown 
for most cities, but at the time of publication, not all figures are available. 
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
